moſt learned Phifitions. 1 thinke there is no DoRer willay 
this ro be ſo abſurd & hurrfull for the guarrane. You ſhould 
therefore if you reproue Parace!ſas medicines, haue choſen 
fome other more ſpecial] thinges, wherein you might hauc 
excrciſed the greatnes of your witte, and proued your cun- 
ning. For theſe thinges (alchough you enuiouſly call thee 
T heophraſtlicall) are both agreeable to reaſon, and tobee/aj- 
Jowed of cuery learned Fhifition . But peraduenture you 
willtay theſe thinges haue not beeneknowen to thediuitſe 
Hippocrates, nor vnto Galen,and therefore youwill coclude 
that they are to be reieted : but thar is onely by your .owne 
wdgement, and not by any reaſon,wee do not deſpiſerheir 
exccllent knowledge and divine learning , neither violate 
their lawdable memory, when as we ſay they were the farſt 
that floriſhed in Philicke : yet rherewithall we affarme that 
they had not tried all kinde of medecines, orknew the 
propernes ofthem all . Life is thort ſaith Hippocrates; 8 this 
art which 1s occupied abour this perillous pradtife 1s ouer 
long: Neither was Galenaſhamedta confefle wherehewtri- 
reth of Hydrargyri, or quiclefſilucr g.of fimp. cap.19-thatthe 
had neuer wade any try-ll, neithery gr would kill if irwere 
cacen, neither ifir were applyed outwardly: nor is it tobee 
thought that Theophraſtus was the firſt and-onely inuenter 
of ſo many remedies, the knowledge whereof (he himſelfe 
confelſeth in his bookes ) he atrained by the conference of 
diueric learned Philoſophers and Phiſitions, both Egypti- 
ans and Arabrans, amongeſt whom for learning ſake, he re- 
mayned cerraine ycares coptiue , fromwhom ar the length 
he brought away ſo many fare priſcs of remedies, all which 
are take partly out of the true oiles drawne of ſpices,herbes, 
fruites, flowers , and ſcedes, and theflence of all laxariues, 
whereof one drop will profit more, then ſo many drammes 
and ounces: which alſo(that they may worke by their whole 
— ſubſtaunce)) may bee ſowed and caſt ypontheir proper ſalr, 
whichin many may be done, as in other the carth istobee 
Cait away as viterly dead and — to purgation. Alſo 
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- of divers rofins , gummes , and other kindes of vegerables 


arc drawcn many faire and very profitable pr_ : as 


alſo of diuers yon of ſundric beaſtes,of which rightly pre- 


. pared are made many veric hollome medicines , as by the 
true preparations of Mumia onely knowen vnto the Para- 


ccliiansis made a moſt laudable medecince in all peſtilenc 
infeftions , Of the vile and ſalt of a mans ſcull not buried 


for the epilepſye : ofthe ile of honje and wax for the to» 
| phy :of greales and other preparations the bctrer to mol- 
lify and diflolue, So alſo of Muſke, Ciuer, Caſtorcum, the 
-Vnicornes horne, Iuoric,the hornc and bone of the Hart,of 
'aStagge, and infinite other thinges are made many extrac- 
tions for the paines of the hart and ſuch ike. Of all which 


the Chimicall arthath _ the true preparations which 


you docondemne. For the Paracelfian remedies are not 


_ taken our of the metalliyne bodies,perlcs , and preti- 
ous ſtones, as many fooliſhly thinke and perſwade the whole 


world :neither are they ſharpe and violent (as the ignorant 


and yn{kilfull prattle) but moſt ſweete and familier to our 
nature , which through the excellencie of the ſpirites they 
often preſeruc, quicken and cJenſc from all —— onlic 
by ſweates : and tinallie are not a little profitable by their 
whole ſubſtance , 'as many Ilcaracd men daily (with great 
ſucceſſe) doe prattice: but of theſe thinges more then ce» 
nough . Thereforcnow we will goe forward to thoſe

don, concerning the originall and cauſes of 
mettalles pain the Chimiſtes, 5; 


21 A NY write thatmertell isa bodie 

q, to be digeed vp by nature, cither li- 
quid,asquick-filuer, or hard , which 
may be molte with, the heate of the 
il her, as gold,filuer copper, leade and 
tinnc,or ſoftened as Iron. Other call 
all chings that are digged out of the 
bowels of the earth by che proper 
So Oneſicritus writgth that in Carma- 
nia there is a mettall of arcdchalke , Herodotss afficmeth, 
thatin Lybia about Aram , is a mertall, of alt , and this 
doth Plinie teſtify in his 33, booke of his nacurall hiſtorie. 
Others ſay chat is proper metrtall, which, being moleenis 
brought againe to his former forme, and that maybe bea- 
ten out with hammer,is hard and apt to take impreſſion «& 
for that cauſe they devide ic into fix, that is, golde, (iluer, 
copper tinne, leade,and Iron : whereuntolome haue added 
mercurie,not that it is a metcall indeedegbut it may be. The 
Chimiſtes vſe to call them by the names ofthe planets, not 
to referre their ſubſtance to the planets, as Aubertus foq- 
liſhly thinketh : buc partly moued with a certaine bkenes of 
the greateſt and principall ſtarres(for which cauſe they na- 
med the two moſt perfeR mettalles,the Sunne and Moone) 
and [ron for his hardnes, 4 «rs, whomthe Pocts faine to be 
the God of armes and battell, and quickſiJuer for the great 
and vncertaine motioa they called Mercurie, and partly af+ 
ter the Pythagoreans,that they wighthide their ſecrces va- 
der darke ſpeeches, But I ſee no reaſon why Antimony 
MHould'be properly recciued among metrralles (wherefore 


by Agricola his leauc , whoſe authoritic Awberiws leaneth 
C 3 | vnto 


. 
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ynto)iris robe excepted out of their kindegfor that it js all- 
rogether repugnitro their definition: for all merralles mol- 
ren doe returne to their proper forme , and ſuch as are ca- 
fic robe driuen,be hard, and apt to receiue impreſſion : by 
which reaſonthey differ trom many liquable ſtones,ia which 
the humiditie is not ſtrongly mixed with the dry carthines, 
as allo from infinite kindes of marcaſlites and halfe meralles, 
Bur Antymony molten doth vitetly looſe his firſt forme, as 


practifioners doe daily tric, ncither is it eaſye to be driuen, 


and praQtiſe ſheweth it will rake no print,and therefore pro- 
perly it cannot be called mettall. Bur itpicaſed .qubertns 
whichis fo learned in mertalles to affrme this, that yer he 


dreameth that rynne glafle (which is that Biſemutum, and 
that finder or aſhic kinde of leade whereof Agricola ſpeaketh 
much inthe 8.booke de nature fol ) ro be Stibium molcen, 


and the Chimiſts ,/ bafiliſke, whichis moſt abſurd, For thar 
tinne-glaſſe which is commonly called biſcmurum, is nor 


ſtibium any way prepared, neither the Chimiſtes baſiliſke, 


extra with tartar &niter,may be called biſemutum,which 
I leauc to the mrdgement of al that be of vpright mindes: but 
chis is ſmall tothe purpoſe , when many thinges arecalled 
by the name of metrall, and yer not properly . But let vs 


pardon Auberrusin this which neuer ſaw any minesthat he 


might judge rightlyof the,neither vnderſtandcth the minde 
of Agricola. In the meane time hee complaineth that Chi- 
nuſtes!deuide the meralles intoperfe&t and vnperfet, and 


 thac hethinketh ridiculous for many cauſes. Firſt becauſe 


of a certaine difhinition giuen by Geber, which agreeth no 
lefle ro one metrall then an other : whereas the perfee 
might be diſcried from the imperfeR,one'dithnition were to' 
be giuen to the one an other to the other. As though the 
difinition of a man were not agrecable to a child, although 
he benotyer come to a mans age: or in other accidentes 
ſecme to differ from him,as merrals do differ amongrthem= 
ſelues. So the diffinitions of white and red coralles ſhould 
be ſundrie and diuers, that by ceaſon of abſolute and perfe& 
concoC16 the white haue not attained the vitermoſt degree, 
whole d:finition notwithſtanding is all ons. But Awuberzns to 

prove 
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mn his opinion the berrer,writerh thar all thinges,which 
aue eſſentiall forme (as it 18 certaine merralles haue) muſt 
of neceſſitic be perfeR. And that nature the godly parentof 
all thinges in doing ofher office doth not ceaſe or reſt(ex- 
cept ir be I-tred) vntill ſhe hath attained her purpoſed end 
and ſcope. He addeth thar the matter whereof any narvrall 
thing is made, and whereabour nature is occvpied, doth 
moue ſo long yniill it hath atraincd the cflential] forme; He 
concludeth th2t metrall cannorrightly be deuided into pers. 
te& and vnperfe&t, neither that gold ought by any meanes' 
to be called more excellent and perfeR,althuugh it be more 
bewrifull and temperat then other mettalles, all which wee 
wuſt confute,as friuolous and vaine. And to proſecute all 
thinges in due order, we muſt ſhew that golde it ſelfe of the 
true Philoſophers is worthily called more pertect, ex-' 
cellent, and pure then other metrals: thari hereuppon wee 
may conclude, mettalles nor wiihout reaſonto be deuided: 
of the Chimiſtesinro perfeR and vnperiteR. Therefore thar' 
I may alſo ſtay ypon the auRhoritie of Agricola (our of whom 
Aubertus hath ſpecially taken thoſe his wordes-)-be writerh- 
mlib.5 .deortu ev cauſis ſubterraneorum, that metralles do dif- 
fer among themſelues , not onely jn ſhining; but allo in co-' 
Jour, ſauour,ſenr,weight and power , And (pecial'y ſpeaking 
of ſhining Cy you Auberius confeſſeto be 1n golde and 
ſiuer ) he ſaith . Bur by how much the humoris more ſub-i 
tile, thicke and pure, by ſo much the metrall is more cleere: 
and ſhining; for which cauſe in this behalfe gold excelleth 
the other . The excellencie of which gold Agricola himſelte 
lecketh in the difference of ſent , ſauour, and waight . For- 
the vnperfe& metralles, when they come in any liquor are: 
perceiucd to be ſower of taſte,as copper and Iron: forthe 
aduſt carth is cauſe of their ſowernes, whereof thoſe met- 
talles do parricipar, as Agricola himaſclfe witnefleth. Burthe' 
other becauſe of their pure earth , and more abundant wa-+ 
ter do not giue the liquors ſo ſenſible a ſauor, bur rather a 
fwecrihraſt, as gold and filuer, Alſo for as much as in gold: 
the earth is moſt pure and yerie wel tempered with his was 
ecr , ir giueth: veric lice or {care ſenſible ſazoke __ 
; whe 
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burned, and rather ſweete then ſtinking. And Agricolaad- 
deth more that go!d when it is purged in the fier hath in a 
maner no excremente» becauſe of his puritie, in others there 
is more, but ſo much more in one, then an other, as it is 
more vnpure. Alſo the excellency of goldeis to bee ſoughe 
for in his force and ſtreagth, becauſe that beſides it and fl- 
uer all other metralles do yaniſh away in ſmoke, and periſh, 
with the violence of her vpponthetelt or cople; which ne 
peneth vnto them , as the earth in them is found to beleſſe 
ure and their temperaturenot ſo good. As it hapneth vn- 
to [ron through the impure earth , whereof chere is great 
ſtoreinir, But when as gold alone cannot bee conſumed 
with ante fieric heate, as Ariſtotle ſaith, and looſeth nothing 
of his waight thouzh ir bee burned or tried, of neceſſity ir 
muſt haue a moſt pure earth, and well compact with his was 
ter , whereby it commerh to paſſe, that his carth doth hold 
and let his humor , that it vapour not away , and contrari« 
wiſe the humour defendeth = earth , thatit butne not ( as 
ſaith Agricola)which commeth to paſle,as others do afirme, 
becauſe ofa moſt ſubrill, moiſt, and drye,that hath notany 
1mpuritie mixed, By this reaſon gold according to the na» 
rure of thinge»1s purer then othec mettalles, and ſurmoun- 
reth them in price, becauſe it is the moſt ſimple and pureſt 
mettal}, and furiheſt from imperfection of elementes b 
reaſon of his forme . So Pliny {aith,vnto one thin "which 
is golde, nothing decayech by fier (as the Poer allo ſaith) 
and as appeareth by that aforeſaid . By this we may gather, 
chat amongeſt all mettalles, gold is not one]y the brighteſt, 
but moſt remperat and perfect, in reſpe& of which all other 
mettalies may worthely be called vnpe:ife& . For nature al- 
waies tendeth to perfeCtion, thar is, to the making of golde, 
which alone amongeſt metrals is called perfet: for no a« 
gent naturall (as the Philoſophers ſay ) ceaſeth from worke 
in his owne matter , neither is ſeperat, but with putting on 
ſome forme in that matter. Therefore ſo long as the agent 
is ioyned to the matter, or worketh ypon the matter, that is 
ſaidto be ynperfe&: for the perfefion of any thing is not 
bur by putring on of forme. For ſo much. then asin all 
| OJet 
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mettalles there is a certaine viſcous water, which tize-Chi- 
miſtcs Philoſophers call quickefiluer , becauſc of the like - 
nes which 1s put in placeof the matter, and that which they 
call ſulphurby like 1militude of the agent or in/ucer of form 
in that matter : no mettall can bee called perfclt, but ihr 
fr6 which the ſulphur is ſepatated, Bur becaule othcr met- 
talles haue their ſulphur mixed in the matter, wherebyrlicy 
are killed, made blacke, calcined and burned (which hap- 
peneth vnto them onely by chat dry exhalation , that i«s,the 
ſulphur becauſe it is a matter apt to be ſer on fire) forthat 
caule they be alrogether called ynperfet. Fur on the con- 
trary part becaule onely golde is altogether without this 
ſulphur, which the affinitie of gold and quickbluerby ir 
ſelte doth ſufficiEcly declare.(For as Pliny,wrueth,all things 


ſm1mme vppon it but gold, which alone it draweth vnto it) Lib nat. 
By this meanes itis free from corruption both inthe fier & hiſt.33-(4þ + 


out of the her , Of right therefore, it alone is called per- 6+ 
feR, and formed according tothe firſt and true intention of 
nature, and complete, becauſe itis come tothe vttermoſt 
end wherein itis complete, and pure becaule the agent is 
not mingled with the matter, but 1s ſeperar from ir, To this 
purpoſe writeth Arifforle Mer. 3.cap. vitimo ſpeaking of met- 
calles : wherefore ſaith he they conteine carth in them,and 
are all burned becauſe they haue adrye cxhalation, Bur 
gold alone of all the reſt vſcth not to be burned. Bur Auber- 
tus not content with theſe reaſons will anſiveare : what ſo e- 
uer hath atrained an eſſential! forme, of neceſiiry muſt bee 
pettet . Bur all metralles haue cheir ſubſtantial forme . No 
man will deny (ſaith he) except it be ſome blockhead aſhes 
blower : and by that meancs hereupon concludeth , that ail 
are perfeR , But ic is eaſy enough for vs to anſivere this ob- 
tetion, For thoſe thinges which perſeuer in their nature 
are called perfet in their kinde through their ſubſtanciall 
forme : buc ſome continue by nature intheirkinde,, which 
notwithſtanding are made perfe@ by ſome meanes through 
their ſubſtanriall forme, ro the which their is a certaine mo» 
tion andend : but becauſe they are carried to another la- 
tecelicaciall forme, which, alcogether kniſhgth the marcer 
£ it 
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 cellencic and perfeRion of gold : and becauſe we ſaid thar 
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it ſc)fe, and maketch it comple : therfore they are called yn- 

eriect, lo long as they remaine vnder that fiſt forme , in 
reſpet of the later, to the attaining whereof th. y do ende« 
uor themiclucs , But if no accumpt be made of that later 
forme, but they be conſidered onely in chemiclues: they are 
erucly perfect in that their kinde (chi ough their cllenuall 
forme) as that kinde doth require .

For although the Ciffererice of 
mettalles be in che torme ir {clfe, yer (hall irnorte proper- 
ly the difference of the kindes, as the difference of man 
and horſc,but ſhall be taken more properly of the wartrer,& 
his partes that is according as it 1s digeſted or vndigeſted, 
complete or incomplete, {ccing thoſe are altogether of one 
prop:r matter. But indigeſt and incomplete :s Ipoken in - 
reſpet ofgold . But whereas Aubertns tudgeth Iron more 
noble then golde, becauſe 1: ſerueth more tothe vie man, I 
thinke he ſhailneuer perſwade any Fhiſitions{be they never 
ſo vnlcarned) which rather defite to catch gold then Itoh, 
Bur 1 ſuppoſe there is ſuft ciently ſpoken touching the ex- 
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mettalles arc of one proper matter , although not in 
all alike digeſted , herein conſiſteth the poing cfthe queſti- 
on , therefore we muſt now coie to ſecke our that matter 
of merralles , The | biloſophers male two cauſes of metals, 
as alſo of all other mixed bodies.

the firſt book, de methods medendi, where he writeth that the 
elements are tobe mingled wholly with the whole, onely by 
their qualuies. Of che ſecond or proper matter of mertalles, 
the option of many Philoſophers 15 not agreeable, bur ve» 
ry divers, For ſome laid the neereſt matter of metrals is a 
moiſt breath, as Ar/florle: & ſome hold it to be a water draws - 
from other elememies , which Agrico/a alloweth, whoſe opi- 
nion yur Aubertws agreeth vnto. Other deeme it aſhes moi- 
Rened with water. Butche Chinuſt whoſe opinion Anbertus 
goeth about to ouerthrow, ſaith quickGluer 1s the matter of 
them: ſome hauc ioyned tulphur: all which opinions are 
breefly and diligently to be examined by vs,that the matter

lcade and rinne, and are ſo called becauſe theyare ecaſclicr 
mole.n thenbcaten, On the contrary, thoſe that are to be 
beaten, which are moken with greater difficulty, as Iron, 
whoſe next matter 1s a vaperous breath congealed by cold, 
and groweth 1nco mertall according tothe opinion of Aris 
floile, whom our Aubertws thinketh worthy to be reprooued: 
For ſaith t.c,ic cannot come to pafle inthe nature of things 
that thire may be a paſſage from one extreame or contrary 
into an other without any meanc : for it is cuident that 
mertalles and breathes are of contrary qualities , fortheſe 
are very ſubri}l, and the other very groſe. Hereupon he con- 
cludeth in the originall of mertalles , breathes and vas» 

oures doe of necctlitie firſt congeale inro humors before 


Lib 5.de or. they harden into mettalls . This d1d he take our of Agricola: 
1 & cauſfis bur that excellent learned man, Iacobus Scheggins in his c6+ 


' /wubier, 


mentaries vpon Arifi.Meteors, doth ſufficiently defend A- 
riſtotle,being vaworthily reproucd, where he teacheth, thar 
the breath or vapor whereof water commeth is one, &thar 
whereof metralles concretethis an other, as alſo that wher» 
of a ftorme groweth another : fer it is ſometime more pons- - 
deroulc and groile then that whereof water groweth . By 
which reaſon they propoſe a further diſtant matrer of met» 
ralles which ſay i 15 water, thEthey which ſay it is a breath, 
when as the greateſt part of metcors do growe ypon theſe 
breathes and vaperous matters raiſed yp out of the water 
and earth by the force of heate: for ſo much as there isno 
fertility of the water or carth without hear: for heare doth 
procreactheſe two as a firſt childe in whoſe nature the force 
of the parentes (that is of the foure clementes ) is repreſen» 
ted, and as it were an ingendring power of them doth con» 
ſentrogether , two qualities working by a waſculing _ 
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the other rwo ſuffering as feminine. Bur cither ofthem o-' 
baying the celeſtiall cemperature as their farther , whereby 
theſe thinges withour life are accuſtomed to be procreat, by 
theinſtrumenc of the firſt qualities. And this way be per+ 
ceaued by the veric ſence, that ſo grofſe yapors doofren 
breake our in places vnder the ground that the diggers can 
not take breath,and ſometimes rhrough the groſcnes ther- 
of as Galen witnefſeth, are choked. It they be ſo grofle, who 
will tudge that mettalles and breathes, are of contrary - 
qualities, but that they may grow into a ſound matter of 
metralles , without any other mcane, as the ponderous va- 
por doth inroa ſtorme ? Furthermore(as mulcitudes of peo» 
ple can teſtify) if ithath rained copper and Iron , and that 
ſtones and ſuch other bodies do grow andare made inthe 
yppermoſt aire , how ſhould theſc be engendred of water,& 
carth,(for whom there is no place to rarric in the aite, ra- 
ther then of yapour and breath, which both can pearce B 
ſtay there for their thinnes and heate . Wherefore itis 
certaine that metralles rather have thcir originall of breath 
then of water: which breath becauſc it is grofſe,doth allo ea» 
ſcly congeale. Burwhar necederth more of this, when itis 
manifeſt to all Philoſophers that allthinge haue their ori- 
ginall of chat whereunto they may at laſt be reduced, For 
all merralles (except the twoperfe) which by greater de- 
coQivn haue their matter more compaR and fixed, are they 
not reduced into a breath ot vapor?& in the examinatio of 
the teſt or cople do they not vaniſh away into ſmoke? Yes - 
truly into ſmoke, which is not turned into water,or moiſte= 
neth,but grofſe becauſe of the carthines mixed with it , be« 
ing cogeled & thickned with cold , which by certain expert- 
ence may daily be ſcene &perccaued of thoſe which workin 
fier and more cafily alſo ot the Philoſophers in their ſubli- 
mations. The ſame doth 7 wtia, Cadmia and Pompbolix with 
other ſuch like prooue , which comming of the vapoures of 
mertalles ſtickerothe wallcs of the furnaces,and ſhew them 
to begrolle in the mines , neither do repreſent water by as 
ny meanes. Let Auberiw therefore with his leaden argue 
ment huld his congue which gocth about to overrhrow As * 
$64 5 C 3 riſtorles 
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he knoweth not, but cre-1t thoſe which haue experience ,& 
know thoſe vapors to bee n.oft thicke , whereof mettals are 
firſt congealed, and without any other meanc hardned. Bur 
hauing ouerthrowen Ar/orle, let vs lee what iudgement he 
wall giue of other lerrned men and Pluloſophers , as of A&- 
bertns magnus,Geber,and other Coliars(tor by tharname this 
our noblc cenſor adurneth thoſe exce:!ent men) whole opi- 
nions Aubertusrefellcth in this point, becauſc they ſay , that 
quickfiluer and ſulphur is the next matter of mettalles , and 
g2cth about with cecteine arguments to ſhew, how they are 
out ofthe way . Fr it touching quickfiluer,he ſaith, it is noe 
lkely to bet i:c propper matter of mettalles , becauſe it can 
not congeale 1nto hardnes : ſurely an excellent argument 
and worthy to bee often repeated of the author, whereunto 
notwithſtanding he is an{wered by ys before ;he ſaith it can 
not, congeale, becaulc it is of an airy ſubſtance. But the vas» 
or, which we concluded out of Ariffoule, to betlhic next mat- 
ter. ot mcttalles, who wul not confelle toLe airy in reſpeR of 
wat-r , and notwit' ſtanding who will denie but it, may, c@+- 
geile? then | confefle that quickfilge; is airy : and therefore 
matiy, thiloſophers wdge it not to be a.mettall but onely in 
Puwer : but | docall it {o to bee airy,that it ſeadeth forth a 
molt groiſe vapour, which by colde congeaicth, as may beg 
(cencn Mercuric lu himat,and many vther his preparast- 
ons, wherein he ſendeth forth his /mokes and vapors, but 
por i» azryc , but, they will grow.thicke,' But what will you 
ſay tothole vnp. rfcfmettalles, which as wee before ſaid in 
examinatio!: do fe away ito ſ1okes,and vapors : what fi 
nally thall wee thinke of their matter and forme brought to 
nothing ; will you not, confefle the grofle vapour which wee 
call quickfilucr ro bee the matter ot them , when at the laſt 
mertalles are redu- cd agarne unto it. ;.© Auberins aledgeth 
this out of 4riforlet thoicthinges which peorteine voto wap 
ger, they conteine an thew 4 0 c aircthen watergthey can 
Not CUNgEtC 45 o1Je and Qu! k"1uer . -1it the matter of 
m (alice 4s nocevarictobet rought £6 a hardncs,otherwile 
they count. not put on, the forme vi. ancttalics: thyr. fore 
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their marrer can not bee quickſiluer, for ſo much as it can 
not congeale to hardnes. But this arguments no more ef- 
fetuall then the former : For he ſetteth downe as graunted 
that which he hath notby any mcans prou.d,and which we 
haue alreadic denycd: for we graunted vnto him thar quick- 
filucr was of an airie ſubſtance, bur chat it cannot therfore 
cong-ale , wee deny, when contrary © his minde we have 
ſhewed his vapors do congeale. 4nd trily Auberius doth 
not deny but by art it d-ch harden, but hee thinketh char 
neither by act or nature it may co'geale into mcr:a;le in 
harines or fore, as thouughe to thinke , were to demon- 
ſtrate athing, 'Th:reforc he denyerh quickſ1Juer to be the 
matter of inertalles : the cauſe which he al'edgeth,that it 18 
of an airy ſubſtance, is of no force . For wee hauc ſhcwed 
out of Ariſiotle,chat it is a vapour of an airy ſubſtance inreſ- 
c& of wa:cr,and neuerthelefſe the next wartcr of mertals, 
Thercfvre airy thinges areto bee diſtingniſhed: for ſuchas 
arc alrogerher and ſimply airy becauſe of che predommant 
matter cannot be coagulated neither by heator by cold bes 
cauſe their airie moiſture cannot bee dryed vp,the. earth 
w-nting,by which reaſon alſo they ſwimme vpon che water, 
witnelie Ari/totle as oile,and are cafily ſet on fire, becauſe. it 
1s marter of fire, as oile it ſelfe and wouddes which ſwimme 
ypon the water,cxcept ebenuwn which is more earthly , as by 
his wartght may bc judged : bur quickfiſuer is neither ſeron 
fire, n-icher watter of fire, bur moſt contrary vntoit like 
water, neither is itlight but ponderous , that in it the foil- 
deſt boddics of all mertalles will ſ\wimme vpon golde onely 
except for the great aſhinitic ofthem both , whereby it ap» 
p-areth, thatit is of anoihcr ſubſtance,then imply aire like 
oile. Therefore to the fimilitude of this quickfiluer, the next 
marrer of merttalles : the Chimica)l Philoſophers haue ſaid, 
that this quickſJuer is ingendredofa ſtrong commixtion of 
the firſt matter of all mcrtals, that is of a moiſt viſcous n+ 
combuſtible humour , incorporat with a ſubt:l! carch,cqual» 
Iy :nd ſtrongiy mixed by ſmall partes in the mincrall caues 
of the carth. Vanto this wiſe nature (becauſe the matter 
bringech aor it {clic ro effeR)toyneth hs proper agent,that 
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is ſulphur , which is nothing clſe then a certaine fatneſle of 
the carch cngendred inthe proper mines, and by tempe- 
rat decottion thickned, that it may turne the quickſiluer by 
digeſtion,and cencotion into forme of merrall. Therefore 
this ſulphur is to rhe quickfiluer as the man to the woman, 
and as the proper agent tothe proper matter. Not that this 
quickſiJuer and ſulpur ( as ſome foolithly thinke) are found 
by themliclues in their nature in the mines, but that theſe 
are alreadic mingled by nature, and by longe concotion 
brought into the nature of earth . And this truly is the nee- 
reſt matrcrof merealles, as in the generation of man meate 
15ncerer matter then the elements, the blood ncerer then 
meate,and the ſpermeneerer then blood it ſelfe : and atlaſt 
by apt digeſtion the marrer recciuerh the ſhape of a man. 
So when asitis ſaid,that merrals are firſt made of the foure 
elements , asof their generall and firſt matter : the ſame 
order _ ,It isnece farie that of choſe elements come va- 
pours,of vapours a ſlimie water (which is yet a neerer mat- 
ter the the vapors, leſt by defending Ariſtorle, Auberrus may 
thinke mee to gainſay my ſeife) and heauy, mingled with a 
ſubtile ſulphurcous earch which is called quickfiluer : of 
which as of a neerer matter by meane of the mixture and 
working of the outward ſulphur is made gold or other mer- 
rall according to the great or lefler digeſtzon of nature, For 
as the Philoſopher wruceth Metaph.6. when any thing is ſaid 
robe made of another, either an extreme & perfeR, 1s made 
of a mcane and vnperfeR,as of a childe, a man, or elſc an ex- 
rremgof extreme, as aire of water: butlet vs returne to our 
Aubertus. He writeth that ſulphur alſo can not bee the mat- 
ter of mettalles, But let ys heare by whatreaſons he doth 
proue it. Sulphur, ſaith he, according to .9riſtarle, is ingen- 
dred of a hot,drie, and vnuous breath, but mettals are in- 
ndred of an other breath hot and moiſt, and alitle ynu- 
ous. Truly a goodly, but ſophiſticall argument, by which he 
uw about to prouc his purpoſe , by the opinions which he 
athalfeady impugned, Lethimtherefore remember that 
he before hath affirmed againſt Ariftorle, that breath was 
not the matter of mcttalles; and now he doth confelle that 
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mettalles are ingendred of breaths . Therefore he ſpeaketh 
again(t lumſelfe, thac he ſhall not necde my refuration; hee 
addcth to prouc his opinion, that ſulphur waxeth ſoft with 
moiſture 1.ke (3lt., and chat mertalles are molten only wich 
ſtrong hre : burot a falle antecedent can not follow a good 
conſequent. For by no meancs is ſulphur diflolued-ins 
to water, but by heat is molten, like leade: and this ſhould 
our ſearcher of thinges-vnder ground firſt haue tryed, then 
ro afficme ſoboldlic that which'is falſe. Therefore rhat darg 
may be bent againſt him wherewith hee ſuppoſed to hays 
wounded ihe Chimiſtes . Alſo he ſaith, that ſulphur is of an 
airy and firie ſubſtance, and therefore can not bee increaled 
or congealed , Butl haue afore ſhewed che cor*rary,whery 
fore he 15 nor ro looke for any other anſweare of me,becauſe 
he hach neither reproucd my argument, neither made any 
demonſtration of his opinion by firme reaſons. Bur, this one 
thing tufficeth , thatall wiſe Chimiſtes do affirme,that this 
which they call ſulphur, is notthe common ſulphur, which 
burneth with combuſtion ofblacknes and adultio & is bur- 
ned: whereas their proper ſulphurdoth whiten, rubjfy, coa* 
gular, and finally make perfett that Chimicall quickebluer 
which 1s commonly vnknowen. into the ſubſtance of golde, 
according to nature, or of the philoſophers ſtone, and gold 
according to art, And this is thetrue lecret ſulphur,-and 
the onely tinure and ſhadow of the ſonne and the,pro- 
- per congeler of his quickliluer which the Philoſaphers haug 
ſhadowcd with diuers names their dark ſpeeches and enig- 
macs: whereby it appeareth Aubertus to haue farre.exreds 
and by all meanesto bee refuſed, becau'e he ſpeakerh of 8 
ſulphur which he knowerh nor : and that the Chimick Phi- 
lolophers are not ro be blamed becauſe they ſay quickliluer 
and ſulphur tobe the matter of mettalls, which do net vite | 
derſtandir of the common quickſiluer & ſulphur. For they 
know that theſe things whereof they ſpeake are not faungde 
in the metral mines 1n their verie nature : bur a@prhale two | 
they ſay,gthere is made a third mixture, having tanaturesy 
properties & vertuesof them, that of it may beengepdrieds 
any mgtrall according to the dinenicin of the ata" 
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digeſtion andplace, Theſe ſhall ſuffice touching che next 
macter of mettalles which Awberivs would haue to be water 
wewught ypon by the other elements, but he hath kept Gler 
the cauſe why he thinkerh ſo being contented to ſay that ic 
is cr forth by others, or that he hath found it 1n other mens 
writings, which is the ſaying of a man that will prouc his 0- 
pinion by an other mans credit , and notby reaſon, as the 
rrue Philoſoph ers doe , Burnow the efficient cauſes call ys 
which the Philoſophers make double and ſo many paſlics. 
for heat and cold are called mwnzs, becauſe they hauc po- 
wer to moue : moiſt and dric 7#2nn«z, for becauſc they ras 
eth-r ſuffer any thing then worke, and arc ſaid robe wrought 
ypon of the firſt qualitics, as of the moſt noble and higher 
in nature , by whoſe worke forme is ingendred in thinges: 
for the matter is not knowen by it ſelfe, bur by the chaunge 
which cannot be wichour ſuffering, as neither that withour 
rouching , the which by coniun&on , and cogelation , and 
by introduction of at and forme is aboliſhed . Bux it is tobe 
obſerued that by the mixture of dric and muiſt the bodies 
arc ficlt called congealed, then harde or ſoft: of which con- 
gealed budics there is a triple difference? for itis either a 
watric humor that is congealed, or ſome dry carthly thing, 
or a mixture of them both . Alſo theſe, ſome of them are 
molren, ſome dricd, ſome moiſtened , and ſome made ſofr. 
But thoſe thinges which are drye and hierie, as hony and 
muſt, will neuer be congealed, and they which are mailt & 
airic predominant as all oily thinges. Wherefore theſe al- 
(o are not el:ments, neither the marrer of theſe ſufferinges. 
But of bodies which doc congeale and arc hardened accor- 
ding to Ariſtotle, ſome are affeRed by heate and ſome by 
cold: by heate drying vp the humor,by cold driuing out the 
heate« Therefore thoſe thinges that are congealed by heat 
by want of moiſturc are difſulucd of cold, which makeththe 
moiſture to enter in againe as ſalt. And thoſe chinges which 
for Jacke of heate arc congealed, are diſlolued againe b 

heate, entring in againe as mettals : for wharſocuer is di(- 
ſolued melting, is molten either by fire or water . Whatſo» 


ever meltecth by water muſt be congealed by hot = 
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drie, thatis , fiery heate : and thoſe which fer melterh ,'or 
whole congelacion jn any part ir doth difſolue (as horne) 
are congealed by colde, for of contrarie effetes the cauſcs 
be concrarie : and becauſe that metralles do meltby heat, it 
is of neceſlitic that firſt they were congealed by cold,as the 
efficient cauſe , whercof none of th: Chimiſt philoſophers 
doth doubr,although, as Arifforle ſome time laith , experi- 
ence ſheweth vs the contrary : for ſalt is congealed by 
heate, and may bee diflolued and molten by fier as haue 
often tried, and it is callcd fuſible ſalr. Neither Albertss 
Magnus that great Philoſopher ought tobe reprehended of 
our Auberms becauſe he reterreth the power of makingmet- 
talles vnto keate,when as Albertus doth not meanc it of on- 
ly hear, as he thinketh, Therefore it 1s to be knowen., as 
Ariſtotle wieneſſeth thinges by meanes of colde to ſuffer ra- 
therthenro worke, becauſe that cold is proper tothe pati* 
ent clements, that is water and carth,which both by narufe 
are cold. For rhey do not recciue cold from any other thing 
as they doheare , but by taking away thc heat they coole 
of their owne nature, neither are they cooled by any exter- 
nall cauſe, as the ajer and her, Wherfore albeit cold in mix- 
ed chinges hath an cfhcient force, yer it preuaileth rather 
to corruption thento generation , Therefore the Chimifts 
are not to be reprooued,alchough they ſay that nature nee- 
deth a heat vnder the earth for the procrcatio of mettals,as 
a more cftcQuall efficient cauſe which may mingle, alter, 
diſpoſe,digeſt,and concoRcheir matter, & at laſt with Jong 
rad of rime frame it into gold as into his laſt end. Neither 
are they to be reproued inthis that theyrefer ſome force to 
the influece of the heanen!y bodies: for Ariſ/orleconfirmeth 
their opinion in his booke de c&!o && mundo and his booke of 
the cauſes of the þroperties of clements in theſe wordes, 
For ſaith he the firſt beginnings mouing to generation, and 
inducing forme 1n cuery thing are the ſtarrie and heauenlie 
bodies,by their mouing and lght, For they arc the firſt chat 
moue, mouedof the intelligences to performe the nature 
wn or nv" ny for the preſcruation of kindes; 
of them it giuen forme =_ perteQion , and as hee (aid 
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in aft orher place : the ſynne and man engendreth manne- 
ther doth qnbertus rightly conclude vppon this reaſon, the 
art of Alchemy to be vaine , if mertalles bee ingendredby 
force of the ſtarres, when as the Chimiſte s can nut haue 
the fruition of this heauenly power: for they belecue with 
the Philoſopher, thatif formes bee put on vppon inferiour 
thinges by the motion and light of the heauenly bodies, & 
by their fite and aſpett,the ſame by cenfequent to come to 
paſſe in merralles , bur that is done as it were by a generall 
cauſe and farre off : but they haue a neerer efficient caule, 
as we ſaid that is hcate, by force whereof mertalles congea- 
Icdin the bowels of the earth are diſpoſed,digeſted & made 
perfet, Thele thinges thus declared , we mult ſee to what 
cnd Awbertisrendeth and whatis his vetermoſt ſcope, hee 
would haue the labour of the Chimiſtes, which they take 'v+ 
n them in making perfc of metralles to be vrterly vaine 
-and Joſt, and hedenyeth that copper, tinne,Iron or leade, 
(which of them are called ynperte& mettalles )-can by any 
artbe made perte&, and be turned intogold and filuer . -: 
Andfirſt ſaith hee, it is cuident thoſe foure mertalles ro bee 
etfect : bur we hauc before ſhewed they. arealcogether vn- 


perfeR for many cauſes , neither can it be-denied burthat 


by art and right preparation they are made much more per- 
fect and excellent in cheir kinde, Therefore Ariſtorte 4. mer, 
cap 6, Iron ſaith hee, wrought is molten that it becemmeth 
moiſt and congealeth againe:and no otherwiſe arc they ac» 
cuſtomed to malce ſteele, for the fex of the Iron ſecleth and 
is leperat into the bottom: and when it is after made pure 
and cleane from his forces it becommeth1lcele; but Iron is 
ſo muclrthe better as it hath leaſt excrements, But let vs 

alle ouer authorities, when we haue ſuthciently approved 
this by phil-Cophicall reaſons, by which we haue more then 
ſuthciently ſhewed onely gold to be perfett , all oiher met- 
talles tobe vnperfet, Moreouer Aubert addeth, that he 
might make the art of tranſmurati6 vnpoſlible. Thoſe things 
which arema'e peifett and formed by art are ar«yficiall, bug 
mettalles both by knowledie of the name and diftinition of 


the clicace are natural, tor they are mineralles lauth = and 
aue 
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haue their originall onely from a naturall beginning, there- 
fore they areniturall, and that according to Ariſtorle , For + 
naturall chinges haue the beginning of their makingin th&- 
ſclues. bur thole which are made by ait, not: but haue it 
outwardly from ſome other : and brietliero end, hee addeth 
thac no naturall forme can bee put on by art, whe eby hee 
concludeth that there can be no artificiall me{talles, Now 
therforc goe tuo, tis our part to overthrow thele argumets, 
and finally coprouc the Chimick art to be true, which 1mi- 
rating nature it ſelfe dothtranſmurte mertalles, we ſaid be- 
fore the; were called vnperfet, which were in motion to 
tha: forme whereunto they were laſt decreed, and thole pet- 
fe&t, which hauec attaincd the end ottheir-motion, And bes 
caule gold is come tothe vttermoſt terme-of his motion, & 
1s formed according to the iruc intent of nature as we haue 
alreadieſhewed: therefore we hane concluded that aloneto 
be perſeR,and all other thatbe in their motion tothe forme 
of gold to be vnperfc, whoſe perteGion notwithſtanding 
nature doth ſtil] proſecute in her bolome tharſhe might cone 
vert them, although in long time into golde. This can the 
dggers.of mettalles teſtify which in one hundred waight of 
Jead inde certaine-ounces of fine filuer, which is their great 
ame. $0 allo inmany copper mines there is found gold: 
and likewiſcin filuer mines, which when as ſuch as are {kik 
full of theſe thinges perceiued,or as oficnas they found any 
ynpertect ſiJuer . ans." indigeſtis, they vſe to ſhut yp thear 
mines, and prouide that they be ſo let alone, for 30. yeares 
or more vnll th:re bee made a pcrte&t conggt:on by the 
heate ynderthe earth , So allo writeth Plinius, that there HiP?. 1;b,; 3 
is fGluer in golde by q1ucrs waight, inſore the tenth part, cap.4, 
lome nine,and ſome ezght, In one onely mertall /aith Galrn, 
which chey call 4/bicrarenſe , the 26,part is-found, and ther: 
fore iti» more excellent then othes, becauſcit is according 
to the greater or lefle digetlion of narure,as may be iudgeds 
For when as digeſtion 1s complete, then is found moſt pure 
and perfe(t gold, Whereby it appearech that al! cit mettals 
beina ccrtaine terme of motion, yct not io bee in the laſt, 


aid tnaitl.cy arc inthe way and paſlage ro gold,as to thag 
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which is only perfe&.For where any vaine of mettalis found 
neere therrto 15 alſo foiid another:wherupon after Plany they 
are called mettals of the Greeks pwr dna that one 1s founde 
afrer another. But Auber:w wil ſay to this. If vaperfe mete- 
tals by longer decoRtio may be reduced into gold by nature, 
why do not the diggers expect that time, ſpeciallic ſeeing, 
if that ſhould come to paſlc, they ſhould haue much grea- 
cer gaine by the thing: we aniwere there are certainethings 
which make the generation of mettalles divers not onely 1n 
kinde bur in properties and accidents, accotding to the re- 
jons and places where they grow , as alſo beaſtes aremade 
res , as writeth Ariſtotle 6, de animalibus . For in Egipt 
Scorpions are not venemouſe,in other places contrary: and 
wheat in time & in ſome places doth degenerate into rye, & 
rye into wheat: So is to be ſaid of mettalles which although 
they be appointed of nature vnto their end,that is that they 
ſhould be gold,notwithſtanding by the diverſity of Regions 
and mines and their corruption ſome are brought to their 
degree of perfeftion that they become golde, and ſome re- 
maine inthe path of imperfe&tion according to the diuerſi- 
tie of digeſtion or purifying: For by weaker heate nature 
doth congeale ſome vndigeſted thinges as lead and tinne,Be 
ſome with a ſuperfluous and burning heate, as copper and

accompliſhmeat, For ſomuch then as the vnperfe&t met+ 
rals haue not attained to that Jaſt ende of perfeRion for the 
cauſes afore'aid: therefore they lacke the worke of art , by 
whoſe help following nature it ſelfe,they are arler-gth wade 
perfe&, and atraine thatlaſt end whereunto they were or» 


dcined of nature, that is they become golde . For _—_ 
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Philoſopher writeth 2, Erhicor. truely ſometime att makerh 
perfet ſome things which'htature cannot worke,other ſome 
it doth follow. So mature being holpen by art, trees bring 
forch their flowers artd fruirts cuen in the winter ſeaſon, an 
in cold countries, which tiature of it felfe could not do, as is 
ro be ſeene in the county palatines orchard at Hedelberge, 
andin many other places: bur that which Awberms ſaith, 
thacinthe whole wor of Alchemy nature doth vtterly reſt, 
and onely art doth moue the ſubicRzit is moſt falfly ſpoken: 
for by reaſon of nature being agent Chymie is a naturall 
worke, for the matter in the telfe {ame ſtone whichby de- 
coCion it deſireth , retaineth, digeſteth, expelleth, corrup- 
teeth, engendreth,and formeth in his time by the comman- 
dement of almightic God, wherewith nature doth forme 
mettalles by the mixture of it: but by reaſon of the miniſte- 
rieIconfefle Chimia to be an artificiall worke, nor that arr 
doth corrupt engender and forme, but thus farre onely thar 
it miniſtreth all chis vynte natures working, which otherwiſe 
of it {elfe 1t could nor alone performe : for nature worketh 
two manner of waies to engender golde: one by it ſelfe : and 
firſt of all when it doih engender goldin his proper mines, 
and of his proper beginninges, in which it is vnpoſlible for 
art toimitate nathre , Secondly it worketh by it ſelfe bur 
not firſt , becauſe firſt it engendreth ſome vnperfet merrall 
of che ſame beginninges in his mine : and laſtly conuerteth 
it incovold , in which point artfolloweth nature ir ſclfe, in 
that of vnperfeR metrtalles it maxeth gold asnature it ſelfe 
doth. Hereby ir is euident ſomething to be made of ſome» 
- thing: two manner of waies mediatly and immediatly, For 
according to Ariſ}.l;b g. Meta, There may be many matters 
of one thing, as mediar and immediat : albeit atrhe !aſt che 
mediat matter muſt bee reduced into the immediar, for 0- 
therwiſe of diverſe matters diuers thinges would riſe. T her- 
ore becauſe art rakerh both the mediar & immediar matrer 
hich nature dorh,& reduceth the medtar at the laſt ro the 
mmediar as nature alſo doth, 8& harh one and the ſelfe ſame 
gent which ſhall ſpoile the quick(iluer, and aclaſtcranſfor- 


me it, and the cad of art and naturg is all one, thatis by the 
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yniting of this forme with his matter, at laſt to ingender 
gold: there is no dvubt, but.that.are imirating natwie ie 

{elfe in all pointes can make aq, vapertedct mertalla perfect, 

asnature1 felt: doth make,as we haug aforclaid, Where» 

fore the caules being all one , of neggflaie they alſo mult be 

one, and bring forth thelike «fees, Neither do | thinke 

them tobe exculcd which ſeeke the ſubie& of the Chymick 

Philoſophers in the vegitalles. Their Jahour is in vaine,for 

there can be no generation bur by the neereſt, conuenient 

and 1mmediates, Others haue beſtowed their labors vpon 

animall chinges, ſpecially in an egge, becauſe the Chimick 
Philoſop.'ers moued with a certaine l1militude of egges cal-

yelke hicr. So allo the ſame Philoſophers by a darke ſpeech 

ſaid, their {tonc was one in three,and three 1n one, becaule 
it conteineth1n it a bodice that ſtandeth , a ſouletharguerh 
life, anda ſpirit that ſtaineth. They which vnderſtand not 

theſe darke ſpeeches, perilwaded themlelues that an egge 

was the Philoſophers ſtone , becaulc it conteined three 1R 

one,the ſhell, the yelke,and the water: and therefore at laſt 

concluded the egge to be the onely matcer ſought for by the 

Chimiſtes, bcein.; no lefle deceaued then other,nort confide- 

rig this matter notto be fit to draw out metrall our of, For * 
a man begetteth a man & a beaſt a beaſt. But becauſe good 
Aubertus hath tried rhis with his Jofle {as I hard) which des 
cotting ceggcs philolophically conſumed ſome hundred of 
crownes: therefore he quarrelleth with the art, as though ir 
had decciued him, but vndeſerucd,when he himſclfe rather 
erred: for art is not bound to maintaine his fault, For kinde 
ought to be 10yned with kinde,and lice with hike, andeuery 
bloflom ro an{wereto his ſeede, as we laid afore. And there 
be ſome which [cek the matterof their Elixir not in vegitals 
or animalls,but in thinges vnder the carth and neerer, For 
they ſay that art doth immitate nature,and therefore thinke 
et» labor ypon thoſe firſt matters wherupon nature, wroughe. 
and decotquickſiluer and ſulphur,whuch they hears ro oor 
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the next marrer of metralles. BarGillis aicn they looſe both 
their coſt and labour: For the Philsſohers quiekfiluer1s not 
that common,ncither alſ the common tulphur as IaidFot 
is there any man which can arrainethicincent of ature in _, . 
duc propertion'and meaſure? no manirruely.' Moreover _ 
quickſiluer if you ſer it but to a verie lirle ket ir vaporett 
away, & being mixed is ſeperated; '&ſulphdr alſo rioyghard? 
ly, when norwithſtanding the conjunftion of both theſe is

of their medecines. In the meanc ſeaſon the purging power 
of theſe meane purgers may be greatly encreaſed with Spa*-
